of 10,570 In Existence. 


"Every now and then one reads about 


the discovery of another of the famous 
'diamond dollars' of 1804," said a gen- 
tleman of Oils city who owns one of 
the finest private collections of coins 
and medals in the south. "The dollars 
of that date are popularly supposed to 
be worth from $1,500 to $2,000 apiece, 
end if a few originals could be pro- 
fiuced I dare say they would bring that 
Ggure easily enough. But It happens, 
unluckily, that there are only four on 
eartj, and they are locked up In the 
raults of tho treasury building at 
Washington and couldn't be bought at 
any price. They are what are known 
is tho 'test pieces," which are always 
laid aside whenever a new coin I? 
struck, and the rest of the issue Is at 
this moment quietly reposing under 
several miles of deep blue sea. 
The 


true story is rather interesting. 
In 


1804 the mint at Philadelphia is known 
to have turned out 19,570 silver dollars. 
That was the entire issue, barring the 
test pieces I have just spoken of, and 
U was never put into circulation. The 
whole lot, just as it came from the 
stamping presses, was dumped into an 
iron chest and put on board a mer- 
chantman bound for China. It was 
directed to tho captain of a United 
States frigate then in oriental waters, 
and was intended to be used in paying 
certain expenses connected with the 
service. The merchantman ran Into a 
Chinese typhoon and went to the bot- 
tom, 
where to the best of my informa- 


tion she still remains, iron chest and 
all, and that Is the reason your Uncle 
Sam Is the only collector in the world 
who has a complete set of American 
dollars. Every other collection, Includ- 
ing my own, is short one issue, and the 
gap will never be filled until the sea 
gives up Its own." 


"Do you mean to tell us, then," said 


a listener to the foregoing, "that all 
the 'diamond dollars' now in private 
cabinets are counterfeits?" "By no 
means," replied the collector. "I own 
an 1S04 dollar myself, and there are at 
least three others, to my knowledge, In 
the south. They were issued by the 
government and are perfectly good and 
legal coins, but they are not originals. 
They are what are known technically 
as 'restrikes.' In the early days, when 
the mints had a few coins left over 
from one year to another, they would 
change the date by striking them with 
a special die, an operation that can al- 
ways be detected by an expert. For 
some reason or other, nobody knows 
just why, a few dollars of the 1800 Is- 
sue were restruck in 1804 and put in 
circulation. It is probable that the total 
number was not over 40 or 50, and a 
good many have beefi lost. The ones in 
existence are worth $150 apiece, and 
you may rest assured that all the 'dia- 
mond dollars' not mere imitations be- 
long to this little lot of restrikes. 


"Of coursi, some of them have been 


sold, to green collectors as originals, 
and I was myself the innocent cause of 
such a transaction only a few years 
ago, 
A friend of mine, who lives In an 


adjoining state, and who owns a great 
many rare and beautiful coins, tele- 
graphed me one day asking whether 
5500 was too much for a genuine 1804 
dollar. 1 took It for granted that he 
knew the facts about the issue, and 
after puzzling over the message for a 
considerable time concluded that it 
was an obscure joke of some kind and 
that I was simply too stupid to see the 
point. So I wired back advislrig him to 
buy a bushel at that figure, and he 
promptly closed the deal. It turned out 
afterward that the coin was a restrike, 
and my friend has never quite forgiven 
me. What Deceived him was the fact 
that the piece was known positively to 
have been locked up in an old chest at 
Savannah since 1812. That did away 
with the counterfeit theory, and the 
only thing he was doubtful about was 
the price."—New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat

THE OPEN MOUTH; 


Bald to B* » SnrvlTal of 


Tcndenelc*. 


Hiram M. Stanley advances a new 


explanation of the tendency to open th« 
mouth In surprise and astonishment 
Darwin ascribed this tendency to the 
Intuitive desire for quietness and ef- 
fectiveness of breathing and to mere 
relaxation -of the muscles. Mr. Stanley 
finds a deeper organic reason— namely, 
that the open mouth is the attention 
slgu, and Is a primitive and constant 
reaction with the young of many ani- 
mals for the reception of food— for ex- 
ample, with birds. 


Any sound or other stimulus Immedi- 


ately causes the young bird to extend 
its mouth. With young Infants the 
came influence has often the same ef- 
fect The mouth of the Infant under 
such stimulation usually assumes the 
sucking form, and Its -smile when the 
finger Is pointed at It may lie either 
na- cent or degraded sucking. 


Mr. Stanley maintains that the com- 


mon and highly useful tendency of the 
rery young to open the mouth to all 
stimuli, visual, aural, eta, continues as 
a survival In after life, being especially 
brought out with stimuli of high inten- 
sity and unusual quality and thus be- 
comes a mark of surprise and astonish- 
ment. 
It is a habit very common 


among boys and girls to o"pen the 
mouth under any attention. The rise 
of smiling and laughter as connect- 
ed with wit and humor— at the basis of 
which lies surprise— thus declares It- 
self as a kind of attention expression. 


Assuming that the primary expres- 


sion of the mouth is a feridlng expres- 
sion and that this probably has been 
modified and evolved in connection 
With a variety of attention phenomena, 
Mr. Stanley suggests that it would be 
worth while to make a detailed study 
pf expression in Infants and young ani- 
mals with this point in view.-^St Louis 
Globe-Democrat

States has granted an injunction for- 
bidding organized labor to employ 
pickets and other means that huv 
been deemed lawful in strikes. United 
labor is depressed because of the posi 
tion taken by the court which it should 
not be. When labor, in its present posi 
tion, is reviewed iu the light of tbe 
past, it is ascertained that the laboring 
man is a prince among men; bat he 
does not occupy the position he will 
receive in tbe near future, when time 
is taken into relation with the slow 
methods of the last five centuries. He 
is not where he should be in the social 
make-up of the race, aa be is still on 
the slave side of life. 


Labor should not be discouraged 


when small matters occur tbat reflect 
the past condition of labor and do ngt 
possess eny reflection of its future. We 
aay does not poisess aay reflection of 
its future. 
Under the old laws uf 


England the employer was authorized 
by law to box the ears of tbose he 
employed. The mau who lived by toil 
was declared by law to be without 
heart and without honor, and not only 
iu Eaglatid was tbis BO declared, but 
it was the rule all over Europe. 


The 
working class 
iu Germany 


brought upon tbat part of Europe a 
ceutury's bloodshed to procure free 
doom. In many parts of the old 
the man who labored with hia 
was given a position in 


against labdHjy an United States court.. 
The branding process had no more effect 
against labor in the fourteenth century 
than an injunction by an United Staes 
court will have at tbe close of the 
eighteenth century, wh; i will be no 
effect whatever. It shou.J be expected 
in ail great movements that there will 
come up now and then something tbat 
will have an nppearance to retard the 
movement. 


Branding irons and injunctions are 


powerless against the final destiny of 
labor, and the time is not distant when 
the nobler part of man with its power 
for good will outflow tbe bounds the 
present 
social world has given it, 


These bounds are too narrow to give, 
the future requirements to labor and 
the race the scope tbat nature in its 
wisdom intends it to occupy as a 
means that will bting the best results 
to mankind. When labor has worked 
out the problem of its dominion it will 
be ascertained to which class the men 
belong who are without heart and 
without honor. 


The use of tha hot iron was wiped 


out in England b" combinations made 
by labor in the cities, and in Kent 
there was an uprising of laboring peo- 
ple who put to death every lawyer they 
could lay their bads upon, which was 
no doubt a blessing to labor and the 
country. A Keat mob could do excel- ! 
lent work in Nevada by hanging law- 
yers as it is ascertained that there are 
only a fiw who are not engaged iu op- 
pressing labor and the people, and 
these few could suffer martyrdom for 
the general good of the State. 


There should be no embarrassment 


to labor by an injunction when the 
construction 
of courts and the un- 


making of judges are in Us hands by 
means of the ballot, should it proceed 
peaceably in its work, which it will do 
because of its intelligence, the remedy 
by injunction will cease, but the in- 
telligence of labor must be used for 
the up-building of its rights in an 
active form it the ballot box. 


When labor votes in an organized 


form for its protection and the ad- 
vancement of its rights which are para- 
mount to alt rigbta because they in- 
clude the souls of men. 
Government 


by injunction will, like the red hot 
iron, be heard from as a mutter of his- 
tory. When intelligent men who live 
by the sweat of their brows conclude 
to will, they will do so by voting in- 
telligently, and when they da t» vote 
labor's battle will be won and govern- 
ment by injunction will BO more be 
used to destroy God given rights to 
man.

of Food Containing Unhealthy 


Ingredients. 


The following law was passed at the 


last session of tbe Missouri legislature, 
takiarr effect August 20,1899: 
•'Section 1—Nhat it shall be unlawful 


for any person, or corporation doing 
business in thia State to manufacture, 
sell or offer to sell any article, com- 
pound or prepai ation for the purpose 
of being used or which is inteoned to 
be Qsed in the preparation of food, In 
which article, compound or prepara- 
tion there is any arsenic, calomel, bis- 
muth, ammonia, or alum. 


Sec. 2—Any person or corporation 


violating tbe provisions of ibis act 
shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and ihall, upon conviction, be 
fined not less than one hundred dol- 
lars, which shall be paid into and be- 
come a part ot tbe road fund of the 
county; In which seen fine is collected. 


Thfc operation of this law will be 


mainly against alntn baking powders. 
Bo* the manufacture or sale of any 
article of food or article intended to 
be used in food, which contains any of 
the substances classed by the law as 
anhealthfnl—from arsenic to alum—'ts 
absolutely prob ibited.
